Sees Fearful Race War Ahead.

“The white race is proud. The black race 
is gentle, but it is not below the worm. 

“Some day here in Boston you will read 
in your morning papers of a great organised 
outbreak of blacks, murdering white men 
and women, and how the infuriated whites 
are slaughtering in retaliation. 

"Whom will you help—the whites? Then 
why, in God's name, have you encouraged 
the blacks so long?

Nation Must Act. 

“The nation must say to the south: 
Either obey the constitutional mandate 
and let the negro vote, or else submit to a 
reduction of congressional representation.’

Submit 
Practically What Mitchell 
' Demanded Some Nine 


OF FERIN CLOSING SPEECH 


Clarence Darrow Begins the Last 
Argument Before the Strike 
Commission and Will 

End Today. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 12.—[Special.}— 
“This afternoon, in the last hour of this 
proceeding, the man more responsible than 
any other for the anthracite strike comes 
before the commission and says they will 
do exactly that which these men demanded 
nine months before, and which they in their 
blindness, their ignorance, and their stupid- 
ity refused. Why did not Mr, Baer go to 
Mr. John Mitchell nine months ago as he 
came to this commission today? 

These words, addressed to the anthracite 
coal strike commission this afternoon by 
Clarence Darrow, point to the favorable con- 
sideration by the miners of the proposition 
made by President George F. Baer to settle 
the strike without further action of the com- 
mission appointed by President Roosevelt. 

Something more, however, will have to be 
Offered by the operators, as the miners, it is 
believed, consider the 5 per cent advance not 
enough. They also want reduction in the 
hours of labor. 


President Baer’s Proposal. 

President Baer’s proposition was made at 
the close of his argument before the commis- 
sion. On behalf of the anthracite operators, 
he offered to pay the contract miners on a slid« 
ing wage scale, their wages to fall or rise with 
the market price of coal at New York, but 
that in no case shall the wages fall below the 
present basis.

Operators’ Figures Deceptive. 
Passing to the wage statements handed to 
the commissio#, Mr. Darrow said the oper- 
ators have been deceived by their own ac- 
countants, and that when Mr. Baer informed 
the senators of this state, the president of 
the United States, and the commission of 
how much wages his men were getting he 
gave them information at least 30, or 40, or 
50 per cent beyond any facts that really 


existed. 


“If, at the end of all this time and labor, 
he is willing to give us 5 or 10 per cent upon 
the figures that he says correctly represent 
our earnings, Mr. Darrow said, “ we will 
be glad indeed to take it. From the begin- 
ning of this strike until the end, whatever 
you may say about whether the miners knew 
what they were getting or not, these oper- 
ators have never given out a correct figure or 
made a statement that would stand the fght 
of day for a single moment when they 
talked to the public. 

In this I do not mean to make any genera 
onslaught upon the figures as they have been 
finally brought before this commission. I do 
not mean to make any general charge 
against the real figures of real, living flesh 
and blood men that this commission com- 
pelled them to give. It is not the real men 


I am quarreling with; it is the composite 
man, the imaginary man, all of these mat- 
ters that have been used by the expert ac- 


countants of these gentlemen in order to de- 


celve somebody.” 


Miners Brave Death. 

Mr. Darrow then spoke of the skill required 
by the anthracite miner and the dangerous 
nature of his occupation. He brought in re- 
view the crippled and blind miners who 
took the witness stand and called the com- 
mission's attention to the fact that six out 
of every 1,000 are killed in the mines each 
year. 
Five hundred dollars a year is a big price 
for taking your life and your limbs in your 
hand and going down into the earth to dig 
coal to make somebody else rich,“ he said. 
I have had a computation made covering 
every company that has filed schedules with 


¥ this commission, and in Mr. Baer’s company 


only about a third of them got over $400 in 
the year 1001.“ 

Only 24 per cent of all the Reading’s 
skilled workmen, he said, get $900 a year, 3 
per cent get between $800 and $900, and 58 
per cent of all the men who appear on the 
pay rolls as contract miners get less than 
$300 a year. Of these 58 per cent a large 
number worked only a small fraction or the 


Fear. Continuing, he said: 


God knows that the conditions in this 
country and in this mining region are not 
so good that men will be content to sit down 
and earn $300 a year. The fact that large 
numbers of Mr. Baer’s men get such ridicu- 
lously low wages must be due to the fact that 
the conditions were very, very hard. They 
would drift around from one mine to another 
in the wild hope that somewhere there would 
be a better chance. Men who mine coal are 
not tramps by profession. You cannot show 
me the pay roll of a railroad company or 
of any great industrial institution where 30 
per cent of the men are idle, vagrants, drunk- 
ards, as is claimed in this case, to bolster 
up the paltry pay that they give to skilled 


men.’ 
Low Average for Wages. 
Mr. Darrow said the average earnings of 
the miners of the Reading company who 
earned between $400 and $800 in 1901 was 


. $528. He said the miners’ expenses for sup- 


plies averaged $40 a year, which would only 
leave the average miner $488. The figures, he 
said, were based on the 1001 average, which is 
10 to 12 per cent above the average of other 
years. 

Mr. Darrow then analyzed the state- 
ments of the. other companies, and said that 
as near as he could make it out the figures 
were at least 10 to 15 per cent too high, and 
said the wages paid by the Reading were the 
lowest in the region. 

Turning te the mine laborers he said more 
than 5 out of every 1,000 are killed every 
year, “ to say nothing of the maimed and the 
crippled and the blind who are turned out 
under the \beneficent laws of the state of 
Pennsyivania to the almshouses and high- 
ways and byways, because no man can re- 
cover in this state, and I say it advisedly, 
“that I believe there is not another state in the 
‘union where it is as difficult to recover as in 
this commonwealth of Pennsylvania. These 
laborers got last year $333. Princely wages, 
and yet we are told that all was peace and 
joy and happiness in the anthracite region 
until Mr. Mitchell came.“ 


Child Slavery Denounced. 

In discussing the child labor question Mr. 
Darrow said: It the work of this commis- 
sion does not result in getting rid of this 
abominable, disgraceful evil of child labor in 
Pennsylvania, then I think the people may 
well say that it has been a failure. You may 
not get rid of it at once, but no man ever 
lived that could make an excuse for it. 

This custom has grown up in the state of 
Pennsylvania because there is money in it, 
and the industries of Pennsylvania are de- 
pendent upon it. The evidence in this case 
shows that every single one of these indus- 
tries is run by the labor of these children. It 
shows that in the vicinity of Scranton are at 
least twenty mills where little girls from 12 to 
1g or 14 years of age are working ten and 
twelve hours a day, and twelve hours at night 
as well. Is there any man so blind that he 
does not know why that anthracite region 
is dotted with silk mills? They went there 
because the miners were there. Every mill 
in that region is a testimony to the fact that 
the wages that you pay are so low that you 
sell your boys to be slaves of the breakers 
and your girls to be slaves in the mills. 


Operators’ Tears for Children. 

“When these railroad presidents were 
finally called to book before the president of 
the United States one of them shed tears 
because the united mineworkers allowed 
these boys to join their organization, because 
they taught these poor babes doctrines of 
anarchy and disobedience to law. This rail- 
road president shed tears because the united 
mineworkers were spoiling the souls of these 
poor children, and yet he was willing to take 
the earnings of these poor chikiren, that he 
and his family might be richer because of 
their toil. 

“ These babes know their friends. There is 
not one of these children so ignorant, not one 
of them so lost to natural instincts, that he 
does not know who loves him. There is not 
one that would not run from a railroad presi- 
dent to the open arms of John Mitchell, and 
they are right. I have no doubt he loves 
children, Neither have I any doubt that the 
wolf loves mutton. : 

These men make a living out of these 
children, and if they can do nothing else in 

this region this infamy should end. These 
little children get $165 a year.“ 

Mr. Darrow quoted the late Abram 8. 

Hewitt to the effect that during the Molly 
Maguire days he found men in the anthra- 
cite region Mving like pigs and dogs under 

- wretchedly brutal conditions,“ and then took 

up the famous order of the union for the 
steam men to strike, and closed by saying: 

“If these gentlemen were stupid enough 
to let their mines fill up with water rather 
than grant this eight hour day, all right. 
But keep still about it. After you have done 
it, the more you talk of it the more contempt- 
ible it makes you look in the eyes of all men 

who think. 


Baer Speaks for Operators. 

Preceding Mr. Darrow's address President 
Baer. as stated, closed the operators’ side of 
the case. Most of his address he read from 
manuscript, but he completed it without the 
aid of his notes. He spoke in part as follows: 
“In the development of the natural re- 
sources of the earth it is necessary for men 
to combine both their capital and their en- 
ergy. Railroads, steamship lines, great steel 
plants, and workshops of every kind can only 
be created by a combination of capital, We 
are apt to overlook the part these business 
‘corporations play in the distribution of 
“wealth. Their stockholders are many, scat- 


t 


— 


owned—as many people suppose—by a few 
rich men. | 1 

“ The lawlessness in the coal fields was the 
direct result of mistaken theories as to the 
rights of the mineworkers. It will not do to 
say that these leaders have not encouraged 
violence and crime. It is true, no doubt, that 
they did not advise. They may at times have 
counseled against it, and expressed regrets 
for it; nevertheless, they are legally and 
morally responsible for the situation they cre- 
ated, and from which this violence and crime 
necessarily resulted. Resolution No. 35 of the 
Shamokin convention approves the action of 
the district convention No. 1, which decided 
to ‘insist upon forcing all who work in and 
around the mines to become members of the 
union, and that they may be authorized to re- 
fuse to work with nonunion men.’ : 

% The leaders intended to enforce their de- 
mands by the threatened destruction of the 
mines. Thy well know that if the pumping 
ceased the mines would be destroyed. They 
thought the operators would yield rather than 
see the ruin of the mines. The operators did 
not yield. Every attempt to supply men to 
work the pumps was met by mobs, by pickets, 
and all the devices that labor organizations 
commonly use to prevent men from working. 

“With the cessation of mining for five 
months and the destruction, for the time 
being, of a number of collieries, the public is 
now suffering for want of an adequate supply 
of fuel. Think what the result would have 
been had the efforts of the mineworkers to 
drown out all our collieries been successful. 


Seys Mitchell Is Wrong. | 
„Many good men have found fault with 
us for not making an agreement with the 
United Mineworkers of America. You will 
recall that the demand made upon us was 
for a uniform scales of wages, covering 
the whole anthracite field. All of the oper- 
ators were asked to meet in convention with 
a view to adopting a uniform scale. The 
conditions of employment are not always 
the same, and therefore a uniform scale of 
wages applicable to the whole United States 
would not be just. | 
„We have made every effort to convince 
Mr. Mitchell and his friends of the utter 
impracticability of his scheme. Our chief 
objection to his organization was that it 
was a foreign organization, interested in a 
rival and competitive business. We never 
could see the wisdom of permitting the bi- 
tuminous coal miners to inject themselves. 
into the anthracite mining situation. It has 
proved to be just as mischievous as we be- 
lieved it would be. 

In addition to the fact that the miners’ 
union was controlled by a hostile interest, 
we objected to it because we cannot dele- 
gate to the miners’ union or any other labor 
union the right to determine who shall be 
our employés. We do not object to our em- 
ployés joining labor organizations. That Is 
their privilege: But we will not agree to 
turn over the management of our business 
to a labor organization, because some of our 
employés belong to it. 
“If Mr. Mitchell simply represented our 
own employés and was acting exclusively. 
for them there could be no objection to deal- 
ing with him, but he represents an organ- 
ization having for its object some Utopian 
scheme of uniformity in wages and condi- 
tions in the mining of coal all over the 
United States; and instead, therefore, of 
considering only the questions at issue be- 
tween our employés and ourselves, he is 
considering a general proposition which re- 
lates to all the coal miners in the United 
States. 
Mineworkers a Monopoly. 
“The United Mineworkers have created a 
monster monopoly. They shut up the an- 
thracite mines for more than five months. 
They taxed the bituminous miners and all 
laborers over whom organized labor had con- 
trol to support the strike. The owners of 
bituminous mines, some in self-defense, oth- 
ers in the hope of gain, contributed to the 
strike fund. With what result? The price 
of both anthracite and bituminous coal more 
than doubled: The supply was inadequate. 
The public was suffering not only from a 
high price but from a scarcity of coal. In- 
dustrial operations closed down and men 
were thrown out of employment. All over 
the land, except in the districts that could be 
supplied by the great anthracite coal com- 
panies, the poor, the honest workmen, and 
the well to do suffered for want of fuel. 
The record shows that an honest effort 
was made to convince the United Minework- 
ers that their demands were unjust. We 
et them, as they requested, before the Na- 
onal Civic federation and discussed the 
whole situation. At the suggestion of the 
elvie federation a committee of our employés 
and operators was appointed to further con- 
sider the subject and report to a meeting of 
the federation. To our amazement the civic 


convened to hear our feport.“ 


Claims Wages Are Fair. 

Mr. Baer gave a comprehensive account of 
the difficulties and expense entailed in the 
production of anthracite coal. Concerning 
the wages, he expressed the belief that the 
evidence on the wage question justifies the 
= of the operators. Continuing, he 

i / 

1. The testimony clearly shows that the 
wages now paid are fair wages; that they 
compare most favorably with the general 
wages of the country, and that men willing 
to work honestly and exert themselves do 
earn annually sums in excess of the average. 

“2. The fact that there is an excess of

‘EXPECT TO SAVE TIME. 


Conference Is Put Off Till Next 
Monday Because of Col. 


The négotiations between the aldermen and 
the traction companies for a renewal of fran- 
chises and the rehabilitation of the street car 
systems are to be conducted hereafter on lines 
diferent from those thus far followed. The 
formal conferences have been adjourned un- 
til Monday. 3 
It is now felt that too much time is being 
wasted in debate over questions which can 
never be settled on a mere discussion of aca- 
demic principles,and it is proposed that some- 
thing in the form of an ordinance, to be pre- 
sented to the council, be drawn. The wish is 
that this ordinance shall be prepared by the 
lawyers for the council committee. While it 
need not be a complete instrument, it is pro- 
posed that it shall embody ina way what the 
committee thinks would be a fair law. 


Couiu Piece Out the Ordinance 


‘This, when prepared, could be taken up by 
the traction company lawyers and the com- 
mittee, the former suggesting what amend- 
ments they think should be added to or 
changes made in the ordinance, and an agree- 
ment on these Imes reached if possible. If 
this can be done then an ordinance fairly 
satisfactory to both sides could be 

into the council. 

Should it happen, however, that the com- 
mittee and the railway representatives could 
not agree, the committee could report 
its findings to the council anyhow, and the 
traction companies, failing to secure what 
changes they sought for in the council meet- 
ings, could reject the ordinance as passed if 
they felt they could not accept it. 

If necessary the traction companies would 
have their lawyers draw an ordinance to be 
presented to the council and afterwards re- 
ferred to the committee on local transporte- 
tion. 

The thing Wich both the comm‘ttee and 
the companies are anxious to do is to make 
more progress than heretofore. There has 
been considerable talk but little headway, 
and it is felt that on present lines the dis- 
cusston is apt to encroach seriously on the 
aldermanic vacations. | 


Call for Figures on Finances. 

In this same line the council committee yes- 
terday asked the street railway representa- 
tives to furnish it with figures showing what 
they expected their gross receipts and cost 


ef maintenance and operation to be in the

We simply want the statistics in order to 
form an opinion as to the correctness of the 
claims of the companies regarding the finan- 
cial conditions underlying the length of the 
franchise and the date when the city’s option 
to purchase should begin, explained Chair- 
man Bennett of the committee afterwards. 
The figures are to be used either to meet the 
claims of the street car companies that they 
ought to have a flat twenty years’ franchise,

For a time it was believed: that when the 
four were carried out all had been recov- 
ered, but later another body, that of Albert 
Katolph, was found.

Use Wagons for Ambulances, . 

Shortly after the arrival of the physicians 
wagons were pressed into service by the 
company and the bodies of the dead were 
taken to the undertaking rooms and there 
were identified by citizens. * 

A number of those who had been overcome, 
but had escaped death, were carried in wag- 
ons to Blue Island hotels and cared for until 
out of danger and able to go to their homes. 

The plant of the gas company is at the 
southern part of Biue Island, near the Chi- 
cago Terminal Transfer railway tracks. 
When citizens, attracted by first vague re- 
ports of the tragedy, arrived on the scene 
they saw great confusion. Men were run- 
ning about and orders were hoarsely shouted. 
Men staggered fainting from the fumes of 
the gas, which impregnated the air for more 
than two blocks around. ) 

In fear of further disaster the police sta- 
tioned’ guards around the plant and no one 
was allowed to smoke within 300 feet of it. 
At a late hour in the night the air was still 
laden with gas. 


Walters in Doubt. 

Manager B. 8. Walters of the gus plant, 
who lives in Rosalie court, was in Chicago 
when the accident occurred. He is manager 
of the Blue Island plant and gas engineer 
for the Oak Park and Evanston plants, and 
it was while he was downtown on business 
matters that the asphyxiation took place. 

“I make it a habit,“ said Manager Wal- 
ters, to call up the gas plants night and 
day whenever I am near a telephone, to see 
that everything is all right. When I called 
up the Blue Island plant this evening I re- 
ceived an answer from the Blue Island 
switchboard that the plant was shut down 
and that many men had been killed. I 
had eight minutes to catch a train. Picking 
up some physician friends of mine I hurri 
out to the plant. | | 

When I arrived no one was there who was 
present at the time of the accident. Night 
Foreman Patrick Reardon had closed off all 
the gas from every outlet and the plant was 
shut down. I found nothing wrong any- 
where, and had everything turned on and 
the plant running in less than a half hour 

No Break in Machinery. | 

“Tam certain there was no break or defect 
in the machinery. We are now making gas 
and we have enough in store to last us, so 
the delay caused by the accident will not. 
terfere with the supply of gas to — 
Morgan Park, and Blue Island, which the 
plant reaches.’ 

J am sorry for Mr. Russell. This was an 
awful accident. Mr. Russell began out there 
for me in October, 1902, when the plant was 
completed. I engineered the construction of 
the plant from its beginning in May, 1902, and 
have been its manager since that time. 

The asphyxiation occurred in the purify- 
ing room, but just how I do not know. Mr, 
Russell and the men I had working for me 
were men of experience in the gas business.” 

Supplies Three Towns. | 

The plant was formely owned by C. H. 
Geist and came into the possession of the 
Northwestern Gaslight and Coke company 
last June. Mr. Russell and a force of men 
had been engaged in making alterations in 
the machinery and improving the plant with 
a view to increasing the output The com- 
pany supplied Blue Island, Morgan Park, 
and Harvey with gas and was granted a 
franchise by the last year’s council at Blue 
Island. It had two tanks, each with a ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 cubic feet. <4 


LOSS OF HIS $6,000 SAVINGS _ 
COSTS GROCER HIS HEALTH.

“Hires” Bxpense Account Lawyer. 

In brief it is the story of how Mr. Moloney, 
when attorney general of the state, finding it 
impossible to get his expense accounts audit- 
ed in the shape he thought they should go 
through, hired Samuel Richolson, an at- 
torney, to work on paper and put through 
nearly $10,000 as his salary. 

The state superintendent of insurance had 
held that an item labeled legal expenses 
was not a fitting part of an expense account. 
He held that the attorney general would have 
to show that it was paid in attorneys’ fees 
or it could not be allowed. Moloney claimed 
he was losing considerable money on account 
of this ruling. He said he had to have money 
to carry on his cases and the state would not 
reimburse him. Finally he said he got tired 
of footing the state’s legal bills, and made the 
proposition to Richolson. | | 


: “Salary” Is $20 a Day. | 

This was that Richolson, for expense ac- 
count purposes, should be hired at $20 a 
day. He would then be employed ostensibly 
in various cases, vouchers for his pay would 
be sent in and indorsed by the governor and 
the state superintendent. Moloney then 
would get the money and apply it to the ex- 
penses for which the state would not allow 
him an account. | 

Richolson consented, and for three years 
he worked in various cases conducted by 
the attorney general. Moloney got and kept 
the money. After awhile Richolson decided 
he should be getting some of the 
which appeared after his name in the vouch- 
ers. Moloney and he argued the matter, and 
at length went Into the courts. 

When examined the attorney general ad- 
mitted at once that Richolson had not re- 
ceived the money. He said he never had 
done anything which would entitle kim to re- 
ceive it, and that the thing had been just a 
maneuver by which the attorney general 
might keep from losing money by working 
for the state.

GUESTS IN. LODGING HOUSES 
MUST BE PROVIDED BATHS. 


Health Commissioner Issues Order on 
Complaint Against Hotel Where 
Hundreds Are Denied Fagilities. 


Lodging houses and hotels which harbor 
hundreds of persons must provide bathing 
facilities, according to a decision by Health 
Commissioner Reynolds. He has on a com- 
plaint concerning the Chicago hotel, 154 
Ciark street, ordered Chief Sanitary In- 
spector Young to make a thorough investi- 
gation, and this work may be extended to 
the thickly populated lodging houses of the 
First, Eighteenth, Nineteeth, and other 
wards. 


James Cordova informed the health de- 
partment that in the Chicago hotel there are 
200 guests every night, with no place in 
which to take even foot baths. He also de- 
clared there was danger from fire and com- 
pared the situation with the Lincoln hotel, 
where fourteen persons were killed recently. 

We intend to see that proper bathing 
facilities are provided in every hotel and 
lodging house,“ Secretary Pritchard said. 
Every human being must have a chance 
to bathe and it is in the power of this depart- 
ment to see that he getsit. The commission- 
er is going into the whole subject in the in- 
terests of the general public, as well as of 
the persons living in these places.“

The question of woman suffrage came up 
iu a new shape before the Massachusetts 
‘house of representatives the other day and 
Was promptly voted down again. This is 
the third time woman suffrage has been pre- 
sénted to the legislature in one form or an- 
other, ‘and always with the same adverse 
result. - 

The nieasure just defeated was a petition 
presented by Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, who 
evidently. was acting upon the theory that 
half a loaf is better than no bread. On pre- 
vious occasions she has been desirous of get- 
ting the whole loaf, but as this has been em- 
Dhatically refused her petition this time only 
called for the ballot for women who are tax- 
payers. The house was even more hostile 
to thie than to woman suffrage in genera! 
and some members who are in favor of the 


g latter refused to vote for Mrs. Howe's meas- 


ure. 

The Boston Advertiser remarks that Mrs. 
Howe, in drawing up her petition, went. 
back to the old system in Massachusetts 
when property qualifications were essentia! 
beth for voting and holding office. But the 
last of, these qualifications, the poll tax re- 
quirement for the suffrage, was abandoned 
a dozen years ago. It evidently was not so.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
4. 


* GROSS injustice has been done to the 
KRusstan Prince Nakachidse in an- 
nouncing that he had been arrested 
at Geneva, in Switaerland, on a 
¥ charge of swindling. The prince is 
the most honest man in existence, and his 
only offenses are of a politicalcharacter. He 
is one of those noblemen who, Ake Prince 
Peter Kropotkin, have sacrificed_rank, sta- 
tion, and fortune to the nihilist cause from 
motives of conviction. As far back as 
1885 he was condemned to death in Russia 
as a nihilist, his sentence being commuted to 
imprisonment for Ute in consequence of the 
rank and influence of his relatives. He ac- 
complished the almost incrediblg and, I be- 
lieve, unique feat of escaping from the dun- 
geons of the fortress of St. Peter and &. 
Paul at St. Petersburg in 1887, and managed 
after various thrilling adventures to reach 
France, where, soon after his arrival, he was 
sentenced to imprisonment for three years 
for being found with explosives his pos- 
session. This was just after one of the dyna- 
mite outrages’ by the anarchists at Paris. 

On his release he was expelled from France, 
and since that time has been in turn expelled 
as a dangerous anarchist from Italy, Spain, 
Germany, and Switzerland, ‘tracked, shad- 
owed, and denounced everywhere by the Rus- 
sian police. In England he is unable to live 
by reason of his asthmatic ailments. That 
he should have been arrested on a charge 
of fraud at Geneva was merely an artifice 
of the Russian secret police. The accusa- 
tions were promptly own out of court by 
the judges at Geneva as being without a 
shadow of foundation. 

But the judges were compelled to take 
cognizance of the fact that the prince, who 
belongs to one of the most illustrious houses 
of the Georgian aristocracy, had been gullty 


banishment from Swiss territory issued 
against him as an anarchist by the Swiss 
authorities: The court, however, took into 
consideration the plea of the prince that his 
presence on Swiss soil was through no fault 
of his own; that, having been arrested by the 
Italian police as an anarchist, he had been 
conducted by them to the Swiss frontier and 
put across it, without any regard to his 
wishes. In consequence thereof ths judges 
contented themselves with letting him off 
with a fineof $2, and while maintaining the 
decree of expulsion against him directed 
that he should be conducted to whichever 
frontier of Switzerland he wishes. | 


This, however, will not help him much, 
for the moment he sets foot in Germany, 
France, Italy, or Austria, the four countries 
that encircle Switzerland, he will at once be 
arrested for violating the decrees of ex- 
pulsion pronounced by these countries 
against him. Indeed, if he sets foot in Ger- 
many he stands a fair chance of being con- 
ducted to the eastern frontier of the empire 
and being put across the border line into 
Russia; that is to say, delivered into the 
hands and tender mercies of the Russian 
police. There was a case of this kind only 
the other day which aroused a storm of in- 
dignation throughout Germany against the 
police officials. 

Indeed, at the best the poor prince seems 
destined to spend the remainder of his life 
in the position of a species of human shuttle- 
cock, batted about from one country to an- 


other without being allowed to alight any- 


where. He is married to a German princess, 
who has like himself been concerned in a 
number of nihilist conspiracies, and has un- 
dergone imprisonment in connection there- 
with both in Russia and in other countries, 
She is a relative of the dowager duchess of 
Wellington and an accomplished woman, 
quite as passionately devoted to the nthilist 
cause as her husband. While from a Russian 
point of view they may be dangerous, both 
husband and wife are most interesting peo-

is to be transferred to St. Petersburg. 

This moving of Count Tornielli must be re- 
garded as ap indication of the great im- 
portance which Italy attaches to render 
more intimate her relations with Russia, re- 
lations which are being fostered all the time 
by the young queen of Italy, who was brought 
up altogether at the court of Russia, and 
was dowered on her marriage by the czar. 

The count is evidently chosen for the post 
at St. Petersburg not only because he is one 
of the most ‘capable diplomatists in the 
service of Italy but likewise because he spent 
many years at St. Petersburg as secretary of 
embassy, and is, moreover, married to a 
Russian woman, a granddaughter of the 
celebrated Muscovite, Gen. Rostopchine, who 
set fire ta Moscow immediately prior to the 
entry of the first Napoleon. 4

topchine, the novelist, so many of whose

In the mere sensuous 
beauty of tone produced, in technical facility, 
and in neatness and accuracy Mr. Steindel 
has few equals among the first ‘cellists of 
the world, and in the purity and freedom 
from trickery and affectation that distin- 
guish his musical and interpretative style he 
is the superior of any heard here in recent 
years. 


His opening selections last evening consist- 
ed of Richard Strauss’ sonata, opus 6—a work 
heard ever with increasing interest and ad- 
miration. It was interpreted with rare sym- 
| pathy—fine appreciation of the melodic and 
_ rhythmic values, a keen sense for artistic 

proportions, and admirable discrimination 
in the employment of effective contrasts in 
shading and nuance, making the perform- 
ance an exceptional one, The Saint-Saéns 
concerto which followed seemed superficial 
after the Strauss sonata, and interest flagged 
slightly before the performance was ended, 
and this despite. the fact that the latter was 
in every respect an admirable one. Later on 
the program two groups of smaller composi- 
tions for cello were played, the only novelty 
among them being a serenade by Rimsky- 
Korsakow, which proved a rhythmically 
taking, bright bit, excellently suited to en- 
core use or to do service in such a group as 
that in which it was played last evening.

Efforts of the Lake Street income bond- 
holders to secure a high price for their se- 
curities by organizing and appealing to 
Chairman Higinbotham of the Lake Street 
committee were not regarded yesterday as 
indicating that a price of 80 can be obtained.

No Change in Commissions.

In 
addition, full information is afforded con- 
cerning the ‘bond issues of Great Britain, 
France, and Germany. The investment value 
of United States bonds, computed by the 
actuary of the United States treasury de- 
partment, is presented. There is much other 
information of a valuable character relating 
to currency and government securities. The 
book is handsomely printed, and is issued 
under the direction of Vice President Frank 
Vanderlip, formerly assistant secretary of 
the treasury.

The produce market was quotably steady 
and unchanged as a rule yesterday. A bet- 
ter demand existed than for some days pre- 
vious, and several lines inclined to show 
weakness recovered tone. Butter held firm, 
but eggs lost a fraction of a cent under con- 
tinued heavy receipts. Sales were made as 
low as 15c per doz, the highest quotation on 
firsts in fresh being 15½ %. Present prices are 
about 47 per cent cheaper than one year 
ago, or 13%4c less on the doz. Poultry holds 
well up, fresh dressed ducks of the choice, 
fat grades selling at 15c to 16c per Ib.

Overhead and City Railway 
Car Line Employes Serve 
Notice on Companies. 


ONE STRIKE MAY RESULT. 


Jeuth Side Workers Are in a 
Mood to Quit Work if They 
Are Rebuffed. 


Employés of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany and the various elevated roads of the 
city filed demands with their respective man- 
nmgements yesterday. The L. employés 
hope for a peaceable adjustment of their dif- 
ferences, but the surface workers are not 80 
sanguine and are talking of an immediate 
strike. 

When a joint committee representing the 
seven unions connected with the Chicago City 
railway company visited General Manager 
McCulloch yesterday afternoon the best they 
could do was to arrange for a joint meeting 
of all concerned at 11 o'clock today. At this 
meeting the grievances will be aired and an 
Mnmediate adjustment asked. 

The demands of the employés are as follows: 

The reinstataement of Thomas Daley and sev- 
ral trainmen who are said to have been dis- 
charged for belonging to the unions. 

. ursement for all the time lost by the men. 

The abolishment of all opposition to the unions 
on the part of the management, and the formation 
of a new arbitration board. 

If these demands are not granted the men 
will take up the question of striking at a 
meeting to be held tonight at 3856 State 
Street. It was declared by Secretary Ralph 
Hahn yesterday that practically all the em- 
ployés are ready to strike. All fear that if 
they fail to secure concessions General 
Manager McCulloch will be in a position to 
erush the unions. 

Demands of L“ Employes. 

The situation on the elevated roads is dif- 
ferent. More cordial relations exist between 
the managements and the employés, who now 
submit an agreement involving recognition 
pnd the formation of an arbitration board. 


The principal points asked of the companies | 


are as follows: 

That all opposition to the unions be withdrawn. 

That all men discharged for joining the union be 
reinstated. 

That all disputes that cannot be settled by the 
companies and the men be submitted to an arbitra- 
tion board, to be formed immediately.

ROADS IN UNITED le 


Interstate Commerce 
sues Report of Income and Expend- 
itures, Showing Gross Earnings for 


ble Increase of 
dends Declared Amount to $150,- 


— 


The preliminary report of the income and 
expenditures of railways in the United States 
for the year ending June 30, 1902, has just 
been issued by the interstate commerce com- 

mission. The mileage represented in this re- 
port, which is compiled from the returns of 
663 operating roads, is 195,385.63 miles, or 
about 98 per cent of the total. 

From the summary of earnings from opera- 
tion it is seen that the gross earnings on 
195.385.5383 miles were $1,711,754,200. For the 
year ended June 80, 1901, the gross earnings 
on 195,561.92 miles were $1,588,526,037, indi- 
cating a probable increase during the year 
1902 of about $125,000, 000. 

Passenger earnings amounted to 472,429. 
165, or 27.60 per cent of the total gross earn- 
ings; and freight, $1,200,884,608, or 70.16 per 
cent of the total, The average of gross 
earnings per mile was $8,761, which was $638 
greater than the average for the cane 


year. 

The aggregate | or operating expenses for 
the year was $1,106,137 ,405, an expenditure of 
$5,661 per mile, being an increase of $392 per 
mile as compared with the previous year. 
The ratio of operating expenses to earnings, 
64.62 per cent, is a trifle smaller than it was 
for 1901. 

Summary of Net Earnings. 3 
The net earnings of the railways covered 
by this report were $605,616,795, an increase 
over the previous year of $51,395,421. Net 
earnings per mile were $3,100, which eeds 
net earnings per mile for the previou year 
by $246. 

The operating railways received $82,714, - 
492 from sources not directly connected with 
operation, such as investments in stocks and 
bonds of railway and other corporations, and 
from miscellaneous sources. This amount, 
combined with the net earnings stated, makes 
a total of $688,331,287, being the sum at the 
disposal of the railways for corporate ex- 
penditures and surplus. 

The dividends declared during the year 
amounted to $150,685,959. The dividencs of 


corresponding roads for the previous year 


were $120,851,269, from which it appears that 
the returns to the stockholders were nearly 
$30,000,000 greater than in the year before. 


To Advance Rates Again. 

The tariff committee of the southwestern 
freight committee has recommended a fur- 
ther increase in freight rates of from 15 to 
20 per cent from St. Louis to Texas points. 
The present rates are already abnormally 
high, and are as follows: First class, $1.30 
per hundred pounds; second, $1.13; wer 
cents; fourth, 90 cents.
